Claims 1-7 are allowed because the prior art of record does not disclose or 
suggest an electronic apparatus comprising a control means for form controlling image 
processing of an image, the image being generated by the apparatus without 
consideration of (or being unaffected by) the age of the moon, the image processing 
including processing to change the appearance of the image corresponding with the 
age of the moon. 

The prior art, e.g. Stanley, Hepp, Hirai or Widen disclose display devices for 

changing the appearance of an image; however, the image output of the device is 
already processed with the data of the age of the moon, there being a lack of an image 
output by the device unaffected by the age of the moon.
